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DETAILED ACTION 
Election/Restrictions 

1 . Newly submitted claims 1 and 32 are directed to an invention that is independent or 
distinct from the invention originally claimed for the following reasons: 

Within the original restriction group I was drawn to claims regarding the generation of a 
belief map and group II was drawn to claims regarding the extraction, decompression, and 
recompression. Applicant elected group I consisting of claims 8-10, 27, and 30 with claims 1-7, 
28, and 29 being regarded as linking claims. Currently amended claim 1 and new claim 32 both 
claim the recompression of an image in response to additional information such that the 
compressed image does not exceed a target size. This is clearly part of claim 1 1 , step (d), which 
is not of the elected group. As such claims 1 , 32 and all claims dependant therefrom are drawn 
to a nonelected group. 

Since applicant has received an action on the merits for the originally presented 
invention, this invention has been constructively elected by original presentation for prosecution 
on the merits. Accordingly, claims 1-10, 27-29, and 32-35 are withdrawn from consideration as 
being directed to a non-elected invention. See 37 CFR 1.142(b) and MPEP § 821.03. 

2. The amendment filed on 9 January 2006 canceling all claims drawn to the elected 
invention and presenting only claims drawn to a non-elected invention is non-responsive (MPEP 
§ 821 .03). The remaining claims are not readable on the elected invention because independent 
claims 1 and 32 are directed to the compression and then recompression of digital images as per 
nonelected group II, all other claims depend therefrom and are drawn to the same group for 
similar reasons.
